THE DIMINISHING GOLD RE} 
SERVE CAUSES CONCERN. 


A Weak Point in Mr. Carlisle’s Speech 
Excites Criticism at the 
Capital. 


-_— — 


Washington, November 2.—(Special.)— 
The treasury gold balance is now down 
to about $86,000,000 which ts lower than it 
has been at any time since the issue of 
bonds in February last. Nearly $2,000,000 in 
e0ld was withdrawn from the New York 
subtreasury yesterday and was sent to Eu- 
rope on the steamers that left port today. 
It is said that $1,000,000 of government gold 
has been engaged for shipment abroad by 
tomorrow's steamers. 

The recent heavy drain on the govern- 
ment gold balance is undoubtedly a mat- 
ter of grave concern to the treasury offi- 
cials. Secretary Carlisle remained over in 
New York today for the purpose of con- 
ferring with financiers of the metropolis 
as to the financial outlook and the best 
method of guarding the treasury gold bal- 
ance without issuing more bonds. A prom- 
inent politician said today that the address 
made by Secretary Carlisle at the cham- 
ber of commerce banquet last night was 
disappointing in one respect, inasmuch 
as beyond advocating the retirement of 
legal tender notes he advanced no propo- 
Sition calculated to improve the general 
financial situation nor did he indicate how 
the present volume of currency was to be 
maintained or increased in the event -of 
the retirement of the greenbacks. Not- 
withstanding the continued steady lose of 
gold, it is still asserted at the treasury 
department that there is no itmmediate 
prospect of a bond issue and that such 
action will not be considered .while the 
balance remains above the $75,000,000 limit. 
Neverthelesg the gravity of the present 
situation cannot be denied and unless the 
drain of gold is soon stopped by a heavy 
tide of American exports another bond 
issue seems inevitable,

In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Fairbanks declared that the re- 
publican party would be led to victory in 
1696 “by the most illustrious republican in 
the United States—Benjamin Harrison.”

Genéral Harrison’s name, however, elicited 
the loudest applause and the general sentt- 
ment expressed was that Indiana is solid 
for Harrison.

Boston, Mass., November 20.—The annual 
meeting of the Home Market Club was held 
this afternoon. Secretary Albert Clark in 
his reprrt spoke of the excellent work ‘one 
by the club and said: 

“Nothing is more certain than that the 
tariff is to be the chief issue next year. 
This might be otherwise if President Cleve- 
land would ajprove such a Dill as both 
houses of congress would be glad to pass 
this winter for increasing the revenue and 
correcting the gross errors and inequalities 
of the present tariff. I think that congress 
should send him such a bill before offering 
any other relief to the treasury and let 
him veto it upon his responsibility. The de- 
mand of the hour is a chamge that will give 
to business stabllity and courage, be its 
profits ever so small.”’

THEY MISSED MYERS 


Cason and His Partner Said To Have 
Been Outwitted. 


FRIENDS HELP THE ESCAPE 


Once He Was Riding Above the Men 
Who Were Hunting Him. . 


TWO = DETECTIVES §=- ACCOMPANY = HIM 


It Is Said That They Palmed Off a 
Dummy on the Atlanta Men—No 
Trace of Myers Now. 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 20.—(Special.) 
Detective Cason, of the Atlanta force, and 
his friend, Demai, having been neatly out- 
witted by two detectives paid by friends of 
the escuped murderer, Will Myers, ts get 
him out of the country, have left Jackson- 
ville, having now become satisfied that 
their man has eluded them. 

They first came upon two friends who had 
Myers at Tallahassee. The two friends had 
Myers ccnecealed and at midnight placed 
him upon the top of an eastbound sleeper 
which arrived in Jacksonville at 8 a. m. At 
Olustee Conductor Emmett Young, seeing 
what appeared to be a tramp on the car, 
put the man off. Thetwo Atlanta detectives 
were on the sleeper at the time, knowing 
that Myers’s friends were on the same 
train, but unconscious that their game was 
above their heads. One of Myers’s friends 
left the train at the next stop, Baldwin, 
and went back. The other friend of the 
criminal remained on the train and made 
arrangements here. When one of the At- 
lanta detectives learned of the conductor’s 
action he hastened back to Olustee and 
there learned that such a man, and one 
answering to Myers’s description, had left 
on foot with another man. He returned to 
Jacksonville. Next day Myers and his 
friend slipped into town and hired a small 
negro shanty. This they occupied one day. 

The detectives employed a negro who 
Shadowed the house diligently and saw 
several men enter, but none came out until 
the next day, when three men hurried out 
of the house, jumped into a hack two blocks 
below and hastened to the Clyde river dock 
just in time for two of them to board the 
steamer City of Jacksonville. The negro 
reported the matter instantly to Demai and 
Cason and the latter hurried ‘to catch the 
train for Palatka, where the boat would 
land. One stopped at Palatka and the other 
at Sanford, but at neither place did they 
find Myers, but found one of his friends 
and a companian who bore some resem- 
blance to Myers. They then became satis- 
fied that the men who boarded the boat 
were dummies and that Myers and his' 
other friend had left town by some other 
route. 

The Tampa Times of yesterday contained 
an account of the arrest of Myers by Sheriff 
Calloway on a south Florida train while on 
the way to and near Tampa. A special from 
Tampa .tonight says that the story was a 
canard manufactured ‘by one of the train- 
men. The statement that Myers was here 
with two friends who have been employed 
to aid him in escaping and that the Atlanta 
detectives were outwitted is made on the 
authority of local detectives and the chief 
of police. 


FORCING THE FIGHT. 


Ministers Hire a Detective To Spot 
the Sunday Saloons. 


Jacksonville, Fla., November 20.—(Special.) 
Rev. Robert DuBvuse, formeriy of Georgia, 
pastor of McTyeire Memorial church, and 
other ministers of the city who have been 
waging pulpit war agalnst the Sunday sa- 
loons and open gambling houses, stopped 
throwing turf today and commenced to use 
rocks. Finding public sentiment would not 
wake to the sticking point, they hired De- 
tective John Cavannaugh, of Savannah, who 
today made affidavits before Judge Dzialyn- 
ski against many saloon keepers. Warrants 
were issued and about thirty arrests were 
made. Cavannaugh names among the wit- 
nesses to Sunday opening two prominent 
city officials and they tonight are somewhit 
worried over the matter, as they will be re- 
quired to appear tomorrow’ before the 
municipal court. The action of the min- 
isters has created a sensation throughout 
the entire city.

They Lost Their Nerve. 


THEN 1T WAS TOO LATE TO PREVENT IT 


Wuaen the Crash Came They Ran Off 
Into the Woods and Threw 
Their Pistols Away. 


Rome, N. Y., November 20.—At the coro- 
rer’s inquest over the bodies of Engineer 
Hagar, of Albany, and “Billy” Bond, of 
Syracuse, who were killed in the railroad 
wreck here, there was no important testi- 
mony except by Miss Celia Perrin, a young 
lady with*whom Hildreth, the leader of 
the gang of-boy wreckers, was very friend- 
ly. She testified that Hildreth came to her 
house yesterday morning and tajd her about 
how they had wrecked the train. Hildreth 
told Miss Perrin that they turned the rails 
that were loosened so that the train would 
go into the ditch. The coroner’s inquest 
was adjourned until this evening. 

The four boys who are charged with 
committing the crime have ail confessed 
except Bristol, 
thing. The evidence of the others, how- 
ever, implicates him*‘and makes him and

had revolvers which they sa.d they threw 
away in the woods. The boys had all been 
reading sensational noveis, They frequent- 
ed Hiidreth’s room at the Temperance ho- 
tel, where they played cards and had box- 
ing bouts. About three weeks ago they 
went to Utica. There Hildreth, who al- 
ready owned a revolver, purchased two 
more. The boys rode home in a box car 
and planned the wreck. They thought 
they would get about $80,000 from the dead 
or dying passengers. ‘ihey matured their 
plaus and not until the rails were ioosened 
and the train was nearing the fatal spot 
did they seem to hesitate. 

‘“Then,’’ says Hibbard, “‘we were on pins 
and

hands ready to rush in among the people. 
When we heard the crash and the cries 
of the people we ran away through the 
woods. We were thorougnily scared and 
realized what we had done. We had not 
gone far before we decided to throw away 
our revolvers because we were afraid of 
being suspected if they were found upon 
us. Hildreth logt his hat, but did not stop 
to get it.’”’ 

The loss of this hat was what led to the 
speedy arrest of the boys. They do not 
seem to feel any severe - pangs of remorse. 

There is no danger of any of those injured 
in the wreck dying. Fireman Wagzuer, who 
is in the hospital at Oneida, is improving, 
and Macey, of Syracuse, whose leg was 
taken off, is doing well at the hospital in 
this city. 

The train wreckers, John W. Hildreth, 
Theodore Hibbard and Fred Bristol, were 
before the recorder this after- 
noon, charged with the murder in the first 
degree and causing the death of Nathan 
M. Hager and Robert Bond. They pleaded

SPANISH DEFEATED 


} Antonio Maceo Fights General Navarro for 


Seventeen Hours. 


GREAT VICTORY FOR PATRIOTS

Warships Maintain a Double Cordon

‘Passengers by the Olivette tonight re- 
port that General Antonio Maceo, with 
1,800 men, had a battle with General Na- 
varro on the l7th near Santa Clara, which 
lasted seventeen hours. The Spanish were 
defeated with a loss of five hundred killed 
and wounded. General Navarro, having 
been wounded, narrowly escaped being 
captured. The insurgents’ loss is said to 
be very small. 

“Advices also state that yesterday Gen- 
eral Maximo Gomez fought a battle with 
General Suarez Valdez in the Santa Clara 
province. The battle lasted for several 
hours, the insurgents finally defeating the 
troops, seriously wounding General Valdez 
and killing Colonel Aldave. Full particu- 
lars of the battle were not known on the 
departure of the steamer Olivette from 
Havana today.” 


TO CUT OFF FILIBUSTERS. 


A Double Cordon of War Ships Now 
Around Cuba. 

New York, November 2).—The double 
cordon of Spanish men-of-war around 
Cuba, the special system planned by Ad- 
miral Berenfer, minister of the navy, is 
reported as being in full working order, 
and very efficient. The testimony to this 
effect comes from a wholly reliable and 
independent source, the captain of a Bri- 
ish steamer that arrived here yesterday 
from the Spanish main and the West In- 
dies. On Thursday evening last, Novem- 
ber Mth, at about 7:45 o’clock, while en 
route for this port, and when about thirty 
miles west of Cape Maysi, Cuba, he no- 
ticed a powerful searchlight playing in 
shore on the Cuban coast. Suddenly two 
lights appeared, gleaming from the top- 
masthead of a vessel in the offing, evi- 
dently a signal to the ship in shore. Soon 
afterwards the search ‘Tight from 
the in-shore ship was turned 
seaward, but, for a time, fail- 
ed to reach the British steamer. How- 
ever, it was repeatedly flashed toward her, 
and at last a streak fell upon the ship. 
After apparently satisfying themselves, 
those in charge of the light turned it in- 
shore again, and the masthead lights in 
the offing disappeared. Later, as the 
steamer Was proceeding on her course, she 
passed.a vessel displaying two 
white lights from her topmastficad. She 
was then about three miles north of Cape 
Maysi. 

Some time ago Admiral Beringer said 
that as soon as he had enough full power- 
ed men-of-war he would establish a double 
cordon around Cuba, the ships to steam in 
an inner and outer circle around the 
Cuban fjittoral Under this system the 
British captain before mentioned believes 
that filibusters will meet a warm recep- 


tion.

Havana, November 20.—The government 
asserts that Maximo Gomez fhias found it 
impossible to carry on operafions in Las 
Villas: district, and has repassed the river 
Zaza, in the direction of Camaguey. 


ITS STRENGTH EXAGGERATED. 


The Cuban Filibustering Expedition 
Numbered Forty Persons. 
Washington, November 2.--Official re- 
ports received here say the reports of the 
strength of the late Cuban iiliibustering 
expedition which sailed from this country 
on the Danish steamer Herza are exag- 
gerated in published reports. There were 
but forty insurgents, twenty of whom em- 
barked in New York on the night of Sat- 
urday, the 9th instant. They had attend- 
ed, with others, a mass meeting in that 
city which was held in the interest of the 
Cuban insurgents, and when this adjourn- 
ed the men went to the wharf, where they 
were taken on hoard a tug which was 
awaiting their arrival. The utmost secrecy 
was chserved. Shortly after midnight the 
tug dropped down the stream and carried 
her crew of passengers to a point off Cape 
Earneget, where they were taken on board 
the Herza, which awaited them at that 
place. The Herza had carried an equal 
numberof insurgents, who had gone aboard 
at Philadelphia. These forty, it is claimed, 
represerted the full strength of the expedi- 
tion. The Herza cleared from Philadelphia 
for Pert Antonio, Jamaica. Upon her ar- 
rival in Cuban waters she attempted to 
land the members of the expedition upon 
the eastern coast of the Island. It was at- 
tempted to put the filidusters ashore in 
boats. While thus engaged a Spanish gun- 
boat hove: in sight, whereupon the Herza 
immediately steamed away in the direction 
of Jamiaca. Upon her arrival at Kingston, 
Jamaica, the Herza was seized by the Brit- 
ish authorities as reported in these dis- 
patches. The fact was developed today 
that two of the ieaders of the Herza expe- 
dition—Francisco Carritlio and Jose Maria 


| Aguirre—are naturalized American citizens. 


They were arrested in Havana at the out- 
break of the rebellion, but were released 
at the request of the American consul gen- 
eral, Mr. Williams. They claimed at that 
time to have no connection with the rebe!l- 
lion end their release was granted because 


_ of their American citizenship. It is stated 


tcday that they were then in active sym- 
pathy with the rebellion and that this last 
act is a third time they have allied them- 
selves with the enemtes of the Spanish 
government. 

A strong denial is given today to the 
statement that this expedition had its ori- 
gin in Canada or that any of its members 
started fronr that country. The entire af- 
it ts also 
denied that the insurgents carried with 
them any considerable number of arms. 
It is not doubted that each had-whatever 
was necessary for himself, but no more. 

Suspicion was directed to the Herza 
upon her arrival at Philadeiphia several 
weeks ago. It is customary for incoming 
vessels to employ the same pilot upon ar- 
riving and departing. The pilot was noti- 
fied when his outward services began that

| Fannin’s County Site Won. 

Fannin county was very much in evidence 
et the eapitol vesterday. About twenty-five 
“prominent eitizens of Blue Ridge were on 
hand and an equal number of supporters of 
‘Morganton. Among the visitors are some of 
the most prominent men in the county. 

The bill providing for changing the county 
site from Morganton to Blue Ridge will 
probably come up today. It will require a 

f two-thirds vote of the house to put it 
through, but the friends cf themneasre 
are confident they will get that. 

Hon. Tom Hutcherson, of Cherokee, who is 
taking an active part in the fight, explain- 
ed the situation from the Blue Ridge view 
yesterday. 

“The Morganton people are asking for 
another hearing simply because they have 
employed new attorneys,”’ said he. “The 
'gtatus cf the case is this: 

“There was an election held for the pur- 
pose of changing the county site to Blue 
Ridge on the 13th day of August. There was 
polled at that election 1,498 votes. Blue 
Ridge received out of that number S37, Mor- 
'ganton received 395 and Mineral Bluff re- 
eeived 155. From that statement Blue Ridge 
lacks forty-eight votes of having the neces- 
‘gary two-thirds majority over both the 

» other places. 
“Now, in order for any place to participate 
in an election of this kind they must pre- 
sent a petition to the ordinary of the county 
signed by two-fifths of the bona fide tax- 
'payers of the county. This was done by 

Blue Ridge and admitted by everybody that 
‘they had the requisite number. Mineral 
Bluff then presented a petition to participate 
* in this election also, which upon the face 
' of the petition had the requisite number, 
but after the election was held upon 
vestigation it was found out that about

The Carroll Murder Case May Be Called 
in Superior Court Today. 


LIFE SENTENCE FOR ARSON 


Rowe and Mercier Will Not Be Tried 
for Several Weeks to Come—Var- 
ious Court News. 


The four courts were in session yester- 
day, but work was slow. Judge Richard 
Clark disposed of some criminal matters 
and two cases were reset. 

A case that was called by Judge Richard 
Clark yesterday morning was that of John 
Carroll, zhe murderer of Maggie Donehue. 
The attorneys for Carroll asked that the 
case be sent over, as a gentleman very 
important in the conduct of the defense 
was absent. 

The case was sent over until today, when 
it will be called again, and there may be 
a trial. 

The murder of Maggie Donehoo occurred 
during the latter part of the summer. Mag- 
gie Donehoo had been married, but had 
separated from her husband. Carroll was 
@ constant caller upon her, and the two 
were regarded as decidedly close friends. 
Upon one occasion—the night of the mur- 
der—it is said that Carroll went to the 
house of Maggie Donehoo in an intoxicated 
condition. He quarreled with her, so she 
said before she died, and finally shot her. 

He was captured and sent to jail Among 
the first to reach the unfortunate woman 
after the shooting was her husband. He 
remained with her until she died, and then 
sat up with her body on the following 
night There is an ante-mortem state- 
ment which will probably be intrdduced 
by the state. The woman lived about two 
hours after the shooting. 

Another case that was called, but which 
Was sent over until Monday week, was 
that. of the two attorneys, Messrs. Rowe 
and Mercier. These attorneys are charged 
with perjury. They both/ swore that they 
saw Colonel W. C. Glenn talking with 
jurors during tne Myers trial. Colonel 
Glenn had them arrested on warrants 
charging them with perjury, and they 
were bound over. A feature of the case is 
the fact that Judge John Hart, who pre- 
sided at the Myers hearing on the sécond 
trial, has been summoned as a witnass for 
the state. Colonel Hamilton Douglas is 
attorney for Rowe and Mercier. 

Sent Him Up for Life. 

Will Fletcher, a negro, was convicted of 
arson yesterday before Judge Richard 
Clark. It seems that Fletcher burned the 
blacksmith shop of a man named Hays. 
He was found guilty of arson and sen- 
tenced to serve a life sentence. He is only 
sixteen years old. 

Eustice Moore, a young man charged 
with larceny from the person, was allowed 
to plead guiity to a minor offense yester- 
day before Judge Clark. It seems that 
Moore was drunk at the time he robbed 
the man, and that all the money but a 
few dollars was recovered.

Washington, November 19.—A slight dif- | 


ference of opinion between the supreme 
court of the United States and Judge 
Simonton, of the United States circuit 
court for Seuth Carolina, was s hown 
this week when Justice Gray read the 


-answer of the former body to certain ques- 


tions propounded by the court of appeals 
for the fourth circuit in the case of George 
W. Folsom vs. Township 96, county of Ab- 
beville, South Carolina. Folsom, a resident 
of Tennessee, sued in the circuit court of 
South Carolina to recover defaulted inter- 
est upon bonds issued by the township in 
aid of the construction of the Greenville 
and Port Royal railroad and for a writ of 
man@amus to compel the county commis- 
sioners to levy and collect a tax for their 
payment. The defense was set up that 
the case was controlled by the decision of 
the state supreme court in the case of 
Floyd vs. Perry, and that the plaintiff 
could not recover. This defense was held 
to be good by Judge Simonton, and the 
case went to the court of appeals. That 
court asked the supreme court to answer 
these questions: 

“1, Was the circuit court bound to follow 
the decisions of the state supreme court in 
the case of Floyd vs. Perry? 

“9, Was plaintiff entitled to recover upon 
the bonds and coupons, there having been 
at the time he came into possession of 
them no adverse decision by the state su- 
preme court respecting them? 

“3. Whether bonds issued under acts of 
December 23, 1882, and December 24, 1880, 
constituted valid indebtedness against the 
township issuing them? 

“4 Whether the act of December 19, 1887, 
validated these bonds and made them bind- 
ing upon township ninety-six?” 

The first question, Justice Gary said, the 
supreme court answered in the negative; 
the second and the third in the affirmative; 
the fourth was not answered. In his opin- 
ion the justice said that the legislature of 
a state had the power to vest in a town- 
ship any and all powers appropriate to that

On oné ccceasion, when visiting in an- 
other city, he discussed with his incredulous 
host the curious power which he claimed 
to possess over his wife; and which he 
called magnetic influence. The host pro- 
posed to make a test then and there. Mrs. 
Tilton was at home in Brooklyn. The skep- 
tical host himself selected the test. It Was 
that Mrs. Tilton should jeaye her room, 
to which it was supposed that she would 
already have retired at that hour, go 
down to the library, select a certain book 
and’ return with it to her room. Tilton 
was able to prove to his host’s satisfaction 
afterward that Mrs, Tilton had obeyed the 
command that he sent to her by what the 
scientists now call telepathy or thought 
ipatnsference..

So Says Dr. Searcy in His Annual Kas 
dress, as President of the Associa- 


tion of Asylum Superintendenis, 


The meeting of the Association of South- 
ern Hospitals for the Insane was called to 
order in the assembly rooms of the Kim- 
pall house yesterday morning, The first 
day’s session was an interesting one and 
was well attended. 

The meeting is the first held since the 
organization of the assocation some time 
ago. Representatives from nearly every 
state in the souUt™were present and among 
them are some men of national] fame. 

The convention is made up of the super- 
imtendents and officers in charge of the 
principal state and private insane asylums 
or hospitals in the south, and the members 
of the assocation are men of distinction 
in medical and scientific fields relating to 
insanity. 

The subject of insanity in all its forms 
and the methods of treatment and care of 
patients ts being discussed by the mem- 
bers of tire assocation, and the éonvention 
will result in the diffusion of. mueh valu- 
able information, Many valuable papers 
have been prepared by the learned men 


and the sessions will be prolific in an in- : 
terchange of oyfnions and knowledge on | 


the important subject of insanity. 
Yesterday’s session was presided over 

by Dr. J, T. Searcy, of Tuscaloosa, Ala., 

president of fhe association, He greeted 


the members of the association and con-. 


gratulated them on the favorabk prospects 
of the meeting. He took occasion to refer to 
the meeting as being the first of the organ- 
ization and predicted for the association a 
successful existence, expressing tlie hope 
and belief that the association would result 
in much good both to the institutions rep- 
resented and the general publfe. 

Mayor King welcomed the distinguished 
doctors to the city in a few well cfRosen 
words. He said that he extended the as- 
sociation a cordial welcome on behalf of 
the citizens of Atlanta. He did not intend 


' to greet them formally, but as men of dis- 


jtinction whom every citizen welcomed. 
Mayor King referred to tH® fact that his 
father was once connected with the Alaba- 
ma institution from which President Searcy 
came. 

The address of welcome was responded 
to by President Searcy, after which sev- 
eral committees were appointed and the 
convention got down to the business be- 
fore it. 

The morning session was taken up in the 
preliminary proceedings and the delivery 
of the president’s annual address, The ad- 
cress was an exhaustive paper on the sub- 


_ject of insanity and was received with 


much enthusiasm by the convention. Dr. 
Searcy is one of the ablest experts on the

address will add a valuable collection of 
information to the litenature on insanity. 
President Searcy’s. Address. 

President Searcy said in the course of 
hig report: 

sé : 

A great many things have been contrib- 
uted to bring about this meeting. I can 
Well say it is the result of a long line of 
suggestions and opinions reaching back 

rough a number of years, The superinh- 
tendents of some of the southern hospitals 
in contignous states, in sympathy with each 
other because they are affected by the 
Same class of duties, dangers and respon- 
sibilities, have many times considered the 
feasibikity of an organizatiom representing 
and favorng the interests peculiar to in- 
si:tut:ons in their section. Nothing definite 
pointing to its inauguration has _ before 
been attempted more than the occasional 
desultory and informal gatherings of a 
few wat a time at different hospitals. 

“Combination and association is the or- 
der of the day.. Almost every line of busi- 
hess and almost every class of citizens 
nowadays have their associations and or- 
ganized meetings, Indeed, “the organizing 
faculty’ has been said to have become 
by slow growth an instinctive trait of the 
civilized man. Nothing is more true than 
that associative work, conducted under 
high altruistic principles, is very advan- 
lageous; profitable to the community and 
to the state, profitable to the class asso- 
cated and profitable to the individuals 
included in the class. These principles are 
seen applied and exemplified in modern: so- 
c.ety in all directions and as much as any- 
thing else are helping to carry forward 
the maréh of civilization. 

“In all of the preliminary meetings that 
have contributed to bring about th‘s more 
formal meeting there has been a uniform 
expression of belief that if the managers 
and officials of hospitals from this section

information. There is no hore pressing and 
or pew a t question. Its answer involves a 
gree eal that has been until-now involved 
obscurity, because it has not been ap- 
roached in a natural and scientific manner. 
che are beginning to study this question in 
— Same manner as we study other scien- 
fic topics—from a natural Standpoint. 

In common with all other living things, 
man lives by adjusting his entirety, that he 
calls his self, to the activities external toa 

m, called his environment. He excels all 
other living beings in doing this, because he 
has the brain ability to do so. His cere- 
brum ts the organ in his economy that ad- 
quests his ‘self’ to his surroundings: that is 
ts function. Its integrity of structure and 
its capacity to perform its functions are 
the essentials for his continuance as a liv- 
ing being. He tends toward elimination, if 
his brain abilities do not come up to a cer- 
tain level. Sanity is no more than the 
name we give to the general sum of ex- 
ternal emissions from a man‘s normal brain, 
shown in what we call his deportment, his 
conduct, his character, etc.: in this way 
Wwe judge the structural integrity and the 
functional capacity of that organ to be nor- 
mal, or up to the level of self-adjusting 
ability that we expect it to have at his 
age in life, and insanity is no more than 
the name we give to his conduct and char- 
acter when he fails to come up to the stand- 
ard we set for his brain abilities. One man’s 
excellence in his external adjustments is 
due to the excellence of the cerebrum he car- 
ries in his head, and another man’s de- 
fective or deficient conduct is due to the de- 
fectiveness or the deficiency of-his brain in 
any or all of the excessive complexities of 
its structures. One man excels in his abili- 
ties in adjusting to the excessively. complex 
activities of human society because he has 
an excessively complex adjusting organ 
which does that work properly, and another 
fails because he has not as an efficient 
an organ as the other. 

“Coupled with the fact that insanity in 
civilized countries is on the increase, our 
question of what causes it becomes the 
more urgent. If we are carrying the senti- 
ments of our civilization so far as to be 
saving over and multiplying for one or two 
more generations our defectiveness, so that 
their relative increase in society is apparent 
and their comsequent care is becoming a 
burden to our charities, the recognition of 
the way in which these conditions are aris- 
ing is the first step toward their correction. 
When we were savages, a few generations 
ago, such characters eliminated themselves 
rapidly, because they were not able to con- 
tinue themselves. If we now ourselves con- 
tinue them and propagate them, we ought 
not to be surprised at their increase. 

“What conditions and what habits of the 
indiviuval, and what conditions and what 
habits of society tend to brain impairment, 
give us a wide field for investigation and 
for study as an association of psychologists, 
whose science is that of the physiology of 
the brain, and alienists, whose science is 
that of the pathology of the brain. 

“The drink question, the tobacco question 
and the use of other narcotics furnish fields 
for study among the habits of our people, 
all of which tend to produce insanity. 

“The remedial treatment of the insane 
most Jargely lies in the management they 
receive Employment, diversion and judi- 
ciouS discipline cure more patients than the 
medicines they take. The drug room,.im- 
portant as it is, does less rood than the 
amusement hall, the work shops and the 
farm. The brain is placed more at rest by 
Imdicious employment than by anodynes. 

egular muscular exercise, in the very 
large majority of cases, brings more suc- 
cessfully than anything else, the other or- 
gans of the body to a normal condition, and 
the brain falls into line with the rest.” 


he Afternoon Session. 


The afternoon session of the convention 
was devoted to the reading of several val- 
vable papers on the objects of the meet- 
ing enc the discussion of them. Insanity 
and the institutions and methods of caring 
for the afflicted were gacussed and the 
sessior. resulted in the meeting becoming 
extrerrely interesting to the doctors. 

A valuable paper on the commitment of 
the insane, prepared by Dr. W. F. Drewry, 
of Petersburg, Va., was read by the secre- 
tary of the association, Dr. J. W. Babcock, 
of Columbia, S. C., superintendent of the 
South Carolina asylum. Dr. Drewry could 
not attend the meeting, but contributed 
some valuable information in his paper. 

Dr. Charles G. Hill, of Baltimore, Md., 
vice ‘president of the association and su- 
perintendent of Mount Hope Retreat at 
Baltimore, one of the most noted institu- 
ticns in the country, read a paper on ““Thy- 


roid Feeding; Its Action on the Insane.” 


The paper was able and was well present- 
éd by Dr. Hill. He will be the next pres- 
ident of the association. 

Dr. Babcock brought up the subject of 
“The Feeble-Minded,” and an informal dis- 
cussion of the subject was participated in 
by several of those present. The subject 
proved an interesting one to the doctors 
and the discussion resulted in the appoint- 
ment of a committee to investigate the sub- 
ject with the view of urging the establish- 
ment of interstate hospitals for the care 
of feebie-minded citizens. 

Mrs. Dr. Peter Bryce, widow of the fa- 
mous man who for thirty years presided 
over the Alabama insane asylum, was 
elected an honorary member of the associa- 
tion. Her distinguished husband was paid 
many eloquent tributes.

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The Officer Must Appear Before the Police 
Board for Trial. 


A LIVELY MEETING LAST NIGHT 


a 


Captain English Grows Angry Over a 
Newspaper Report—Many Cases 
Up for Hearing. 


The police board met in special session 
last night for the purpose of trying charges 
against several officers. Only one case out 
of four pending was disposed of, the re- 
mainder being postponed for reason. 

The meeting was one of interest and dur- 
ing its progress some things were said in 
keeping with the reputation of the board for 
breeziness. The old trouble between the 
members cropped out at intervals and while 
no rupture occurred the discussions took a 
lively turn several times. 

The most important discussion came up 
over the effort to proceed with the trial of 
the charges against Detective Cason. The 
detective is said to be out of the city look- 
ing for Will Myers, and his attorney Te- 
quested that the trial of his case be post- 
poned. Some of the membets of the board 
wanted the trial te take place last night 
and others favored a postponement. The 
debate continued for sometime and a good 
deal of old straw was beaten over. 

Mayor King launched the matter by mak- 
ing a little speech urging the board to pro- 
ceed with the trial of Detective Cason, 
He said that the detective had been charged 
with an offense sufficient to cause his dis- 
missal from the force if proven guilty and 
that the matter should be investigated by 


i the board without further delay. 


The mayor said that he was tired of the 
comtinued absence of the detective and that 
he d?d not think the board should allow 
itself to be trifled with by Cason. He said 
that it looked as if the explanation of 
Cason’s absence was a.subterfuge and he 
thought that it was important that the 
matter be not postponed again. The de- 
tective had been notified to answer the 
charges against him and no special favor 
should be granted him. 

Captain English took a hand in the dis- 
cussion, taking the position that the trial 
of Casan should not be proceeded with in 
the absence of the detective, It had been 
reported. that Cason was performing an 
important duty, which, if successful, would 
be a great public service. He thought that 
the trial of Cason was insignificant when 
compared to the capture of Will Myers. 
a criminal under death sentence. He had 
never heard of a case where a man was 
tried in his absence and he did not pro- 
pese to be a party to any such proceeding, 
Cason should have full notice and opportu- 
nity, and if proven guilty he would vote 
for his dismissal from the force. 

It has been stated several times that 
Detective Cason was out of the city work- 
ing on the Myers case. The trial of the 
charges against him has been postponed on 
that account, it seems, and it was again 
postponed last night. Attorney Terrell, rep- 
resenting Glenn & Rountree, appeared be- 


fore the board and asked that the trial of ‘ 


Cason be postponed. The attorney stated 
that Cason was out of the city, but would 
doubtless be ready in the near future. 

Mr. Venable took part in the discussion, 
as did all the members of the board. Mr, 
Venable offered a motion that the matter 
zo over until the next meeting of the 
board. The motion was amended hy May- 
or King, setting the trial of Cason ‘to take 
place on November 29th, ten days from last 
night. That time was finally agreed upon 
as the date of trial and Chief Connolly was 
instructed to notify Cason to be present. 

During the discussion the misunderstand- 
ing between Mayor King and Captain 
Wright, which materialized at the last 
meeting of thé board, was referred to. 
Captain Wrickt failed to deliver a message 
sent by the mayor and the officials engaged 
in a lively tilt about it at the time. The 
matter came up over a discussion of the 
reason why the trials of the officers had 
been postponed so many times, Mayor 
King’s messagé being to the effect that he 
had started to the meeting ready to go into 
the trials. The message failed to reach 
the board and it adjourned before the 
mayor arrived, 

Patrolman Thomas Grant was tried on 
a charge of conduct unbecoming an officer, 
in that he engaged in a game of cards for 
money stakes some time ago. The evi- 
dence showed that the officer and two men 
played a game in a room and all were ar- 
rested and prosecuted in the courts. The 
officer was dismissed from the force. He 
had an excellent record previous to his sus- 
pension on the charge, 

The cases against Detective Wiggins and 
Petrolman Harris were postponed unt] the 
mext meeting of the board. Officer Harris 
was sick and unable to attend the meeting 
last night. The prosecution was not ready 
in the case of Wiggins. The latter were 
not present and the board instructed Chief 
Connolly to notify them to be present at 
the next meeting. 

Captain English had read an article ap- 
pearing in The American Advertiser, a 
local paper, under date of November 16th. 
The article criticised Captain English’s 
action as a member of the police board, 
stating that he had caused to be discharged 
a policeman employed at the streets of 
Cairo at the exposition grounds for the 
reason that the policeman was not one of 
English’s ‘“‘fisureheads.” 

Captain English said that the writer of 
the article was not a gentleman and that 
the statements made were absolutely un- 
true, and that the writer or dnstigator of 
he article was a falsifier, He defied the 
man to resent the denunciation. 

The full board was present last night, 
Chairman Johnson, Mr. Branan, Mr. Broth- 
erton, Mr. English, Mayor King and Mr. 
Venable.

The railroad companies have resolved to 
correct this evil, and have issued the no- 
tice printed below. 

The system thus established has been in 
force at a number of important points 
during the past year, with advantageous 
results to the public as well as’ to the 
railroads in every. instance, The amount 
charged is not sufficient to compensate the 
companies for the use of their cars, tracks, 
etc., for warehouse purposes, and is not 
collected for the purpose of revenue, but 
for the prevention of abuses. _ 

The rules will be enforced without dis- 
crimination by the Southeastern Car Ser- 
vice Association, which will act for all in- 
terests alike.
